ORESTS GIVEN 
LEASE ON LIFE. 


CONVERSE FLATS NURSERY A 
GOVERNMENT STATION. 


Word was received yesterday by 
Supervisor Chariton of the Angeles 
National Forest that the forest nur- 
sery at Converse Flats. near Seven 
Oaks, Santa Ana Canyon, San Ber- 
nardino county has been designated as 
one of two government experiment sta- 
tions for investigation of forestry con- 
Gitions in this State. The other sta- 
tion will be in Plumas county. 

So far in the history of forest re- 
serve in California, efforts and money 
at the command of officials have been 
spent in the sole tissue of administra- 
Hon. Beginning tomorrow, technical 
forestation will be taken up by a 
competent official to be placed in, 
charge of the Converse Flat station, 
that questions settied long ago by 
older governments, notably Germany, 
may be determined for the benefit 
those engaged in forest work in 
this country. There are between 
40,000 and 50,000 young trees in the 
forest nursery, but under the new ad- 
ministration the growing of pines and 
other native California trees will be 
induiged in less extensively. 

Questions to be demonstrated 
will be, effects of a brush cover on a 
stream'’s flow, and the value of chap- 
arral and timber on water sheds for 
conservation of water. Some en- 
erte assert pine and eucalyptus 
trees absorb g great amount of wa- 
ter, and threw it inte the air. thus 
Grying the wth at the foots and 
injuring it. is idea, however, is 
combatted by others who have made 
a study of arboriculture, and it will 
be one of the features of thie -«x- 
perimentation to settle this question. 

A system of intensive planting will 
be inaugurated, and closer observa- 
tien made of conditions of plant 
growth with a view to determining 
the best method of planting and rais- 
ing stock in this section. Twenty- 


five or thirty tree-raising experi- 
ments, all differing in mode and 
method, will be inaugurated in the 


furtherance of the industry. 
of government ex- 
periment stations in California in- 
ien tes interest of the Agricultural 
Department in the forests here. 
This innovation, coupled with the re- 
cently announced programme of 
Congress to open and classify cer- 
tain lands in the forest reserve for 
settlement by homestead entrymen, 
marke the beginning of an era of 
helpful growth in the great forests of

Foregather in Sun Parlor to Dis- 
cuss Matters of Moment, and Are 
Still Debating Pertinent Questions 
When Suan Goes to Bed—What 
They Stand For.

In furtherance of this idea a meet- 
ing of the Legislative Committee of 
the Southern California Civic League 
was held yesterday afternoon in the 
sun perior of the Higgins building, 
said sun parlor being on the tenth 
floor and affording a fine view of the 
gas works and Boyle Heights. 

There are a number of things the 
league hopes to accomplish at the next 
Session of the Legislature. and even 
though one speaker disclaimed any in- 
tention of hurrying the millenlum, 
that happy day will be well advanced 
if all of the proposed laws shall be 
Placed on the statute books. At least, 
the members of the league have that 
feeling.

Chamber of Commerce Directorate 
Declares It Would Destroy 
ness, Create Destructive Competi- 
Between Communitics, and Is 
in Every Way Objectionabic.

The Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day went squarely on record against 
the adoption of the proposed initia- 
tive measure which has been offered 
by a coterie of single-tax advocates 
and masqueraded under the guise of 
“home rule taxation.” It is the last 
of the initiative measures to appear 
on the ticket as prepared for next 
Tuesday's election, and upon which 
the voter is advised to vote “no.” The 
report of the Chamber of Commerce 
sets out twelve reasons why it should 


in. dieguise, advocated and 
financed by that element, the object 
being to abolish all taxation, except 
upon land; to confiscate rents and 
destroy the selling value of land. 

“It wants a nation of tenants,” de- 
clares the report,. of a nation 
of home-owners."’ 

It is urged that the exemption 
clause would cause a cut-throat com- 
petition between communities, each 
trying to outde the other in offering 
exemption from taxation to any in- 
dustry that would agree to locate in 
the community. That it would thus 
create a class of special interests re- 
pugnant to present ideas and prog- 
ress, and that it would permit the 
adoption of a different mode of tax- 
ation In each of the 4000 different 
districts in the State. 

The proposed law also permits the 
adoption of any given scheme of tax- 
ation by a majority of the votes cast 
at the election in which it is sub- 
mitted to the people, and as the vote 
usually cast is about 40 per cent. of 
the total, it would enable 21 per cent. 
of the voters at any time to change 
the system. It would discourage in- 
vestment of capital in real estate and 
would retard the growth of the city 
and county, tend to prevent the de- 
velopment of irrigating projects and 
injure business of every kind.
